There were four other counts In 
I he indictment against Campbell, the 
gist of the charge being that Camp¬ 
bell conspired to elect II. H., CteJDMQjft 
metrfber for Comox-A!6ernl h> un¬ 
lawful and irregular means. The 
same charges stand against Frederick 
Gosby. 

Judgment Reserved. 

On this phase of the ca*e Judge 
Cayley reserved judgment till June «. 

For the defence C. M. Woodworth 
contended the indictment disclosed 
no offence known to the law. The 
only crimes which could be charged 
In connection with an election would 
be bribery, treating or similar of¬ 
fences, and counsel atgued there wag 
ndt a tittle of evidence indicating hi* 
clients had been guilty of such 
offences.

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that the magnitude of the question 
might be appreciated he mentioned 
that In the Judgment of the traffic 
officers of the company, the imme¬ 
diate effect on revenue from grain 
only based on the 1S21 grain move¬ 
ment would involve a reduction of 
I7.1C9.537.

strictest economy had been practiced 
by the Canadian Pacific. The prop¬ 
erty waa 'in good condition, and in 
shape to stand drastic economies for 
a limited period. ( Much work was 
postponed, first, because of the in¬ 
ability to do It owing to the scarcity 
of labor, and secondly, because in 
view of the high cost of material and 
wages only the most necessary work 
could be undertaken. In 1921. the 
company's operating costs were cut 
by over 924.000.090. This was accom¬ 
plished by reductions in staff, de¬ 
ferring work, running shops on par¬ 
tial time and cutting out such ser- 
viesa as might be dispensed with 
without undue inconvenience to the 
public. Although the expenses of the 
company had been rduced in every 
way legitimately possible, even with 
these economies its net revenues dur¬ 
ing the past few years were barely 
sufficient to pay its operating ex¬ 
penses. fixed charges and seven per 
cent, dividend on Its common stock, 
said Mr. Beatty. There was a limit, 
of course, to which these enforced, 
economies could go without seriously 
injuring the property of the com¬ 


pany and affecting Us efficiency as a 
transportation agency.

In concluding his statement Mr 
Beatty said: 

“The company. agrees that a re¬ 
vision downward of rates is desir¬ 
able and is quite prepared, with the 
Approval of the Railway Commla 
lion, to put into immediate effect re 
ductions In rates on basic commodi 
ties that will be of greater national 
benefit than the rc-establishment of 
Crow’s Nest rates. Such restriction# 
will largely affect its revenuea The*# 
reductions could only be made In 
anticipation of substantial additions' 
reductions in operating costs. 

"The grave objection to the re¬ 
establishment of the Crow's Nest 
‘basis is that U would of necessity 
prevent general reductions in rater 
applicable throughout Canada. If 
the revenues of the company are to 
be reasonably considered, the gradual 
general reductions in basic and other 
rates will be retarded by the seriour 
depletion in revenues due to the w 
establishment of the Crow’s Nsst 
basis. Jf, on the other band, the re- 
ductions—td the Crow’s Nest basis are 
to be followed by additional reduc¬ 
tions applicable generally or tr. 
specific commodities or In reduction* 
to bring the rates to the basin o' 
1918. or even to the level* prior tc

too serious to be contemplated."

Beatty Makes Statement on 
Rates at Ottawa 

Reductions on Grain and 
Lumber Promised

What Are Chief Reasons? 

D IVORCE Is markedly en the Increase In 
the United States, as lb* table* In the 
accompanying column dearly show. 
American journals and puhltotats are examining 
the reuses and errcct* or this social phenomenon 
Current American fiction snd drama sra dis¬ 
cussing marriage, favorably snd th* reverse. 

"Whet e ghastly prison houso marriage is— 
a thing as hostile to tho free human spirit as an 
Iron ball and chain." is one quotation. 

Another Is “Marriag* Induces dry ret of the 
eoul_“ \ 

And another, "Marriage la Ilk* a revolving 
squirrel cage." 

Bernard Shaw also dlseusaes the subject. 
"Divorce." he says, “le not the destruction of 
marriage—It only re-asaarU th* couplae." 

On the other hand, there le much criticism of 
the Increase In dlrorce. It'le celled a "social 
menace rolling at th* core of civilization snd 
spreading rapidly Its disintegrating destruction." 

Georg* L. Koeba, of tho department of his¬ 
tory, Reed College, Portland, Oregon, has been 
making for Currant History (New York) what 
he cells a dispassionate etudy of the divorce 
problem in the United States. 

“Often," he say*, “one heart that the war It 
a cause for this modern phenomenon. But then, 
the mentally sluggish are prone to blame every¬ 
thing that needs explaining on th* war. “C'sat 
la guerre" Is still the great cry: and th* war 
la such a cotedsal Infamy that It la very hard 
Intellectually to struggl* from beneath ths 
weight of it* far-reaching psychological after¬ 
effects to determine whether th* biam* for this, 
that and th* other thing le legitimately placed 
or not. It wo uld he ve r y Interesting If we could - 
determine what percentage of the taerfsaed 
divorce rate tine* the 1916 census was directly 
attributable to the dissolution of “war-bride 
marriages," to divorces between couples of 
foreign birth (such as American snd French 
unions), or to divorces of couples on* of whom 
was disabled. Unfortunately, no auch data art 
available, so onr conclusions must be left In the 
realm of conjecture." 

Another enus* referred to at disintegrating to 
the permanent union of two people - le 
the childless marriage. The argument gen¬ 
erally advanced I* that two people, both ' of 
whom love their children dearly, find It easier 
to compromise end condent regarding Irritants 
In their Intimate Ilf* then do the childless. 
Children lend stability; If there are no children 
there Is lees forgiveness and more individual 
wilfulness, and finally divorce^ 

Reports," says Koehn, "are as follows: In 
1916, of all the divorce* reported in th* United 
State*.

Even handshaking 
may be construed at a ceremony, nnd If accom¬ 
panied by th* gift of a red bandana bandksrehlef, 
makes the greet hearted donor—It h# happens to 
be red—liable lo a term ta durance vile. 

Why do the redmen of British Columbia run 
lb* danger of Jail sentences just as thtir red 
brothers ta Winnlpog did during the much talked 
of strike? Th* chief elm end ambition ta life of 
lb* belter type of Indian ta to retain e high posi¬ 
tion of honor and respect among hta people. To 
most right thinking people this, la, * laudable 
ambition for any good ctttxen to entertain. But 
ta order to properly impress his neighbors and 
kinsmen, th* Indian must give a potlatch on cer¬ 
tain elate occasions. Thit Institution ta osaenttal 
to th* Indian In order to perpetuate their family 
names, titles, creels snd to give effset to the 
transfer of property right* ta songs, dancst. 
creels, masks, names and totemlc designs. It 
teems that certain families have patented rights 
ta certain dances, snd a rank outsider can't 
emulate the other fellow's fox trot unless the 
rights of the potlatch *r* Invoked. Pretty hard 
lines! It Is only whtr* th* whit* men's Insti¬ 
tutions provide no me*ns of effecting what th* 
Indians desire that they wish to fell back t* 
their own cuetoras. except possibly ta th* ques¬ 
tion of marriages which will be explained shortly. 

As much ss ten thousand dollars has been 
spent for gifts distributed at a single potlach on 
tha Paclfle coast One grand old chief gave every 
family attending bis parly a vlctrola as a re¬ 
membrance ef hie hospitality. But It la nonstna* 
to assert that any Indian ever Impoverished him¬ 
self by th* gifts h* made—far they were merely 
inveetmenta or loan* to be resumed with Interest 
at a later data. 

Mmy Restore CoromonimI 

T HE potlatch la a display of wealth—an la- 
ttrett bearing Inveeimentof property, Tha 
aoeallad gifts attend only ta personal property. 
At a rule, tha gifts an mad* by a family, or 


cel suffering. A big fire would be built, the tom 
toms would be beaten and the candidal* for rank 
of warrior appeared. Some one pierced two holes 
ta his aide, a rope wax drawn through the epeo- 
Ing. th* longer end was given to the chief, and 
th* shorter end we* knotted. The chief then Jerk¬ 
ed the rope with lu knot clear of the flesh of th* 
young buck, and he was duly elected to the elite. 
This remind* one somewhat of the old Spartdn 
custom of leaving the newborn bahlot out of 
doors all night. If the babe was alive ta th* 
morning. It was regarded as fit to survive, snd 
was taken la and cared for. The weaklings 
usually died from exposure before th* milkman 
arrived. A later effervescence of the seme optrit 
wts the recent practice of German students at 
Heidelberg of duelling with swords, cutting each 
other's faces, filling the wounds with vinegar 
■ so that they would carry scars to their graves. 
This system was supposed to htllmsrk them ss 
man of valor. 

The Indians alala that on every point but the 
potlach they are on good terms wtlh their Indian 
sgsnta appointed by the government. They feel 
It ta most unjust that (hey should be ordered In 
suppress the customs snd rites handed down to 
them from time immemorial. Mr. Ladner points 
out that the sympathy of the public st large It 
with the Indians, snd predicts protracted conflict 
betwen the Indians snd the Indian department 
If th* taw ta not amended so that an Indian can 
make a gift without committing a crime, and bs 
married by the binding ceremony he prefers.

Depends on Europe. 

Borne labor leaders, while recogniz¬ 
ing a trend for the bettor, took a more 
pessimistic view, particularly with 
reference to the relations between 
employe® and employer. Hamuel 
Gompers. president of the American 
Federation of Ijabor, estimated the 
number of unemployed at 5.000,006. 
Both Mr. Gompers and John H. 
Walker, president of ihe Illinois 
Federation of Labor, expressed the 
belief that financial- interests wars 
causing unemployment, or contribut¬ 
ing to It, by curtailing production In 
an alleged effort to "deflate labor." 
keep up prices, or establish the "open 
shop.” 

Matthew Woll. Vice-presideht of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
"conditions were improving and that 
Indications were for a continuance of 
Improvement.” "But.” he asserted, 
“we are not going to have complete 
recovery while Europe remftins so 
upset.” 

Employers and labor leaders of 
Maryland agreed that a ’satisfactory 
expansion of the demand for labor 
would not manifest Itself while con¬ 
troversies of major magnitude con- 
tlnutd in the labor field,” according 
to A. B. Goldsborough. special agent 
at Baltimore for the Department of 
Labor. Unemployment caused by 
textile and stone cutting strikes 
.presented a contrast to resumption of 
employment in other Industries In 
New England. Clifford H. Connelly. 
Pennsylvania Commissioner of Labor 
and Industry, said that the coal strike 
was the only cloud on the* Industrial 
horizon in that state. 

Steel Trade Improved. 

’’Iron, steel and metal products have 
taken on a considerable number of 
men. particularly in Ihe last f«xw 
months,” said the statement by 
Beeretsry Dgvlg. “The condition of 
th# building trades Is such that In 
many places thers is a shortage of 
carpenters, bricklayers and plasterers. 
In fact, this class of workmen 
throughout the country Is at worlL 
"There is big Improvement In the 
lumber Industry, calling for much ad¬ 
ditional help. Huilroad repair shops 
have added large numbers to their paj 
rolls. This la a very healthy sign 
for, railroads do not make repair# 
unless their Is revival of business. 

"Then there Is an unusual demand 
from farmers for help this spring. A 
few months ago the large numbers o! 
common laborers unemployed consti¬ 
tuted a serious menace to the gen¬ 
eral welfare.-but President Harding's 
conference, called some months ago 
In the interest of agriculture: the 
passing of the 125,000.000 Russian 
relief hill, and the agency of the War 
Finance Corporation In assisting 
farmers to get credit, have evidently 
been successful In stimulating agri¬ 
culture. for we now find It fast re¬ 
turning to normal, particularly In Its 
demand for labor. 

Motor Revival Aids Thousands 
"This, along with the activities in 
manufacturing and a strong revival 
in the automotive industry which has 
added thousands of workers to pay 
rolls within the last few weeks, has 
completed the betterment, to further 
which every one has worked. 

"To-day wc can say Industrial con¬ 
ditions of the rqpmtry are on a solid 
foundation. It Is true that industry 
did not come back with a rush, return 
to the war boom as some people 
wished It. but a steady pulse ha* 
worked for resumption of normal 
conditions during the last months. 
Employment figures, perhaps, tllus- 
‘r^the reality better than anything 
else.” 

$23,000,000 s Day Difftrence. 

•V Mr. Gomper’a statement follows: 

"In addition to the distress and 
suffering by the ft5.000.000 unemploy¬ 
ed and those dependent upon them, 
this Is how it affects you: 

•It withholds from ihe domestic 
market the circulation of an amount 
of money equal to their earning. 
HZ*™ ^^mservatlvely estimated at 
125,000,000 a day, which Just about 
makes the difference between ’hard 
times’ and good time#.* 

"In a recent canvas* of an Indua- 
tftlal section of our country 75 per 
cent of the police authorities blamed 
the present crime was on unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Health Affected. 

’•Colonel W. B. Atkinson. In charge 
cf recruiting In New York City re¬ 
cently. declared 

VUnemployment among the younger 
men of New York City has under- 1 
mined their physical efficiency to a 
point where approximately four out 
of every five who apply for enlist¬ 
ment In the United States army are 
rejected. 

Everything that effects the 
market* including the labor power of 
human beings, is manipulated by big 
business and their Interest*. They 
brought about the present unemploy¬ 
ment situation by curtailing produc¬ 
tion to deflate labor and maintain 
profiteering price®. The production 
of manufactured articles nt 76 per 
cent of normal and prices at 160 per 
cent of normal explains how well they 
succeeded. Thirty per cent of the 
workers are turned out to starve 
1 while big buslnee* continues to prof¬ 
iteer. 

"The wage earners of this country 
are beginning to understand who 
causes unemployment and withholds 
from them tb® opportunity to earn a 
living. This denial of the right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness destroys civic pride, aaps 
pa trioi ism snd engenders industrial 
friction and class hatred.”
